Why don’t you 
release the seals? 


Great question! These seals would 
probably not survive if they were to be 
released. Studies conducted by the 
National Marine Fisheries Service 
indicate that harbor seals that have 
remained in captivity for more than one 
year do not readily adapt to life in the 
wild. 

Everyone who works for (or is associated 
with) the Aquarium cares deeply about 
these seals. We respect them as living 
creatures and take seriously the 
responsibility we have for their care and 
well—being. 


We are governed by the standards and 
regulations set by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. We are inspected twice 
annually without notice, and we have a 
licensed veterinarian who gives the seals 
monthly checkups.

The Seaside Aquarium 
has a long history of successful seal 
breeding: we were the first aquarium in 
the world to successfully breed harbor 
seals in captivity. Now we concentrate on 
planned parenthood. Some of the seals 
that are with us today are fifth-generation - 
captive-born animals.

These hams really enjoy what 
they do and have developed their tricks on 
their own; they are not trained by the staff. 
Each seal has a distinct personality.
